This is a beautiful day of Alaska to-day. Mollie Delilak and 
I arrived at Nome on the 27th of August. We were sea sick for three 
days. We are enjoying the glorious days of Alaska since we came. 

We came on the §.S.Senator. We both had such a experience after we 
landed amxxune at Nome. We did not know any one here. We both 
could not talk very good Eskimo. We had no house to live in. We 
both ha@ spent all of our money so we had no money to pay our board 
at Nome. Don't you think this is a mistake: 

I don't think any body has right to civilize a native unless 
they present her or him a house, stove and sewing machine to live with, 
after she has quit going school or has a place for her to earn her 
money or earn her living, When she could not live with the Eskimos 
no more, or arrange it some way that she may use her education well. 
I think an Eskimo would be more comfortable and enterprising if he 
has a house to live in than in a one hour sermon with a dirty clothes 
On. I have heard already around here that the government has no 
right to spoil a native unless they gave him a job to earn his living. 
They sae government, just wants to see whether education will help 
a native or not. This is a gossipy place. Thank the time I am in 
Alaska. You can tell the Congressmen if you want to about what I 


say. I think any one that has common sense ought to consider it, 
I will not live with the Eskimos. They are too unclean for us 
girls. So I will stop. I hope I will get a letter from you soon. 
Mollie and I will stay here all winter along. Other parts of Alaska 
are too cold and lonely.

I dispensed with the native help about two weeks ago, and I am 
now busy at work doing the finishing alone. 

I find the native more thrifty and industrious at this locality 
than many other places I have encountered in thisvorth Western Alaska. 

Here is sufficient building material to complete the buildings 
except the paint which is short being only 15 gals. of Red and 5 gals. 
of white * * * the red barely covering the roofs of the two buildings 
one coat, and the white only covering the outside walls of one Build- 
ing. 

Mr. W. T. Lopp spoke to me about going to Point Hope to com- 
plete the building * * * * place, so I am awaiting * seo orders to 
proceed on to go * * and complete them. | 

In case I do not receive orders to go on to Point Hope, I shall 


remain here until July 1906.

Your memorial of Dr. Eaton came duly, as I think I wrote 
you at the time. I have not had time to look it over carefully until now 
that I am preparing it for the printers, to whom it mst go with other manus 
script today. The memorial is admirable thruout and intensely interesting in 
every section, but I find it absolutely impossible to include the whole of it. 
Its length is approximately 9,000 words, while 5,000 is the maximum that can 
be allowed, and we have sought to restrict these memorial sketches to 3,000 
words. While I recognize the great importance of General Eaton's work, and 
would be pleased to give the whole of your article space, it is simply impossible 
to do s0- 

I have looked it over carefully and have decided that the part that should 
be omitted is that under the caption "Philanthropist", and this decision is made 
easier because we can make reference to the admirable article by Dr. Mayo in the 
Report of the Commissioner of Education for 1901. While this article of Dr. 
Mayo does not give all of the facts that you have set forth, it relieves roa 
what the embarrassment of omitting the whole of this section. My proposition 
is to connect the first five pages by a brief paragraph referring to Dr. Eaton's 


work with the Freedmen's Bureau with the section under the caption "Educator".
